rably ſullied by «nrighteous Aſperfions, that ſhe appears 
not half ſo amiable to, your eye as formerly The hath 
done. Give me leave then to wipe off the Dire which 
hath ſo m/iciouſty been caſt upon her, to wath off the 
Spots ſpirted on her Face, and her own Beauty will 
ſuſiciently commend her. I cannor believe your 
Jadgment fo a#ſteady as really tobe captivated with 
thoſe falſe Inſinuatiars z nor wonder enough at. the 
Impudence of ſome perſons who dare infiruzte ſuch 
palpable untruths as you ſcem in danger tor be perverted 
with, In plain terms, That ayy wan ſhould have /o 
hard a fore as aw queſtion the Ghurch, of England's 
Loyalty to he? Prince, or maintain that ſbe affords the 
lealt Encouragemert #0 any Rebelliows Attempt Cither 
againſt his Perſom or Dignity ; to ſhake the Crown upon 
his Head, or make @ Finger of his Hand to bleed, would 
pyt me into a Nenge fo ot Admiration, did we not 
lite in ſo prodigious an Age, that mens tongues are 
their own, and they will ſay what they pleaſe. For 
my part, 1 look vpon theſe charges to be fo grofly 
flanderow, that for your SatisfaQion, and poſſibly the 

ConviCtion of others, I ſhall confidently aflerr, 
That no King fits ſo ſecurely upon his Throne as the 
King of England, by virtwe of the Religion eſta- 

- bliſhed among us. 

Ir is not to be imagined that the bare propounding 
this Truth ſhould preſently gain it a favoureble Rece- 
ption, eſpecially where the Judgment ſeems already

I. That the (hnrch of England obligeth all hey Chil- 
aren to the moſt Dutiful Carriage imaginable to- 
wards All Princes, 

Ir is but Reaſonable we ſhould clear our own Ino- 
cency before we quarrel with anothers Guilt, leaſt our 
ſelves fall under the charge of that Crime which is fo 
juſtly condemned in thoſe of the Romiſh Party. Now 
certainly the moſt Rational Account we can have of any 
Churches Principles, muſt be taken from the Intallible 
Rule ro which in all caſes ſhe ſu#mis ; the DoGtcin the 
profeſſeth ; the Worſhip which ſhe owns ; the Eccle- 
faſtical Conſtitutions ſhe hath framed for outward 
Order; and the conftant Praftice of all her Obedienr 
Children, HerRule are the Holy Scriptures Commen- 
ted upon and Interpreted by the Sentiments of the Pri- 
mitive Fathers; Her Doftin is conteined in the Articles 
and Homilies; Her Worſhip in the Pablic Liturgy ; 
Her Conſtitutions in the Zook of Canons; to which the 
Carriage of all thoſe who have not only in pretence bur 
reality been her ſons, hath exat#ly correſponded. Nor 
is there any one of theſe which furniſherh us not with 
an abundant Confirmation of that Truth on behalf

No Church ever profeiled a greater Reverence to the 
Holy Scriptures, nor charged her children more [triftly 
to make them the Rule both of Faith and Life. Ve be- 
lieve nothing but what is #herein revealed, and are obl:- 
ecd to obſerve all the Commands therein contcined, 
whatſoever ſort of Duties they have reſpe unto. Now 
it is beyond difpute that the Word of God calls for O- 
bedicnce to Princes , and forbids all Oppoſition to, 
and Rebellion againſt them, Solomon in the old Telta- 
ment ſpeaks of a King againſt whom there us no riſing 
up, which King is every King ; for by virtue of his Su- 
preme Authority,he is beyond the reach of his Subjects 
Power and above the «temps of all their Force, Nor 
is this only truc of ſuch who, like David, arc men after 
Goas own heart, or like Hezekiah and Joſiah, not to be 
equalled, ſcarce parallel'd by thoſe thatcither preceded 
or ſucceeded them ; bur of a wicked Saul, a hoſe 4ma- 
ziah, an Idolatrow Manaſſeh ; Theſe allo being Gods 
Anointed, and wickednels in the Heart wipes not off 
the ſacred Oil from the Head, 1t we. look into the Go- 


Matth, 22.:7.ſpels, our Blefled Saviour commands the Rendring wato

Ceſar the things that are Ceſars, with the ſame care that 
he requires the rendring anto God the things that are 
Gods ; which. (ſar was Tiberius, of whom the Roman 
Hiſtorians give #0 very good CharaRter. And rather than 
any Offence ſhould be taken, he works a Miracle for 
paying his Tribute-Moncy , ſending 5» Peter to take it 
out of a Fiſhes month. To him ſucceeded the two great 
Apoltles S. Paw and S. Peter, the one with his charge,

— ——Fear God, Honor the King. Abd it is plain 17. 
when theſe Apoſtles wrote, Aero that Portenturs he- 
minis, ( as Suetonins calls him ) that Monfley of men $4 in vid 
was then Emperor ; as wicked a tyrannicel Prince, NF: 
and as great an Enemy to the Chriſtians as ever lived. 
Whence we may rtionelly conclude, Though @ King 
be of another Religion, though his Life be extremely de- 
banched, and his Government ſevere and ermel, yet None 
of theſe ſingly, not All of them together will diſcharge 
the Subjet from his obedience. And to convince the 
World what particular care this Charch of ours takes 
thar theſe Principles of Loyalty may be imbibed by 
all her children, ſhe hath not only #ppointed thoſe 
Chapters ( Rem, 13, and rx Per. 2.) robe read in the 
ronflant coarſe for daily Service , nor deſigned thoſe 
Paflages in them only for the more eſpecia] Solemni- 
ties of the Fifth of November , and Twemy ninerh 
of May; but hath ſeleed them likewiſe for her Sun- 
dayes Epiſtles ; the gne on the fonrth' Sunday after 
Epiphany, the other on the third Sunday after Eaſter. 

But the Ablolute SabjeRtion ſhe' owns to the Holy :, From the 
Scriptures doth not in the leaſt leflet\ her Honor to Wrninge of 
the Primitive Fathers ; from whoſe writings ( as the * ae 
beſt Expoſitors of the Sacred Text) (he would ſatis- 
fie her Children in rhis pornt of Duty. It may well be 

eſumed that in thoſe early dayes of Chriſtianity

She 
doth not indeed aHow us jurere im werba, to pawn our 
Faith upon any man's credit, but to be Followers of 
Them G far as They have been Followers of Chriſt , 
and to take direQions from them where thoſe 
direQions agree with the written Word. So that 
whenſoever any of the Romaniſts would aſperſc us as 
ſlenderly regarding the Authority of the Ancients, we 
* boldly plead in our own juſtitcation the venerable 
clteem we entertain of the Authors, and their genuine 
Writings for the firſt four Centuries, And truly the 
hig her we trace the better we like them, God in his 
intinite wiſdom reſolved the ſeed of the. Goſpel ſhould 
no ſooner be ſown than watered with blood, A great 
while did his faithful ſervants bcar a very heavy Croſs, 
The Roman Emperors were Heathens, and ſome par- 
ticular piques moſt of them had taken againſt Chri- 
ſtianity, infomuch that the Profeflors of it met with 
a great deal of miſery during their life, and many 
with a great deal of cruelty were put to death. Yet whe- 
ther Martyrs or not Martyrs, this was (till the Do&rin 
they taught, and from them we learn it , That nothing 
can diſpenſe with the Subjefts Obedience to his Prince. 

Pardon me Sir, if I ſpend a lictle paper in preſentin 
you with remarkable paſlages taken out of ſome _ 
heads arc the greyeſs among them, I begin with 
Jenatius, Scholar to St. Fohn, and twelve years old at 
our Saviours Crucifixion.

; nicated. So little do any of our Church Conftituct- 
| ons derogate fromthe Kings Power, that they efabliſb 
it, both by their poſitive Command to have it preach- 
cd and received as true _— Doftrine, and the Op- 
poſers of it thrown out of the Churches Boſom, as 
not fit for the Society of Chriſtian men. 

And now, vir, I cannot imagine there wants any oy OR 
thing for your further ſatisfaCtion, unleſs ir be to con- (4114,en, © 
ſider how the Pratice of the Children of this Church 
hath agreed with the excellent Rules delivered unto 
them. For although their Miſcarriages could nor 
J«ſtly be charged upon her, yer we (hall find that theſe 
Rules have had (o great an Influence upon them, as 
they have never dared to engage in any concern againl(t 
their Prince, nor ever been wanting in the maniteſta- 
tion of a due Obedicnce unto him. Be not thereforc 
(I beleech you) deceived with the vain Pretences of 
the Romiſh Party, who tell you openly in ſome of 
t icir Books; There have been more ſeditious Inſurre* 
tions fince the Reformation of Religion, than were in 
ſome hundreds of years before ; For as there is no rea- 
{on to take their bere word tor it, ſo no more are we cn- 
gaged to vindicate ay but thoſe of owr own Church. 
| dare not undertake tv juſtifie all the Proceedings of 
the Hugonots in France, much leſs of the Kirk-party in 
Scotland , but for the Sons of our Holy Mother of 'Eng- 
land, ct them (if tacy can) produce any Accuſation 
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#g2inſt us, and we are ready to ſubmit to a fair Trial. 
The ordinary things pleaded are the late Rebellion, and 
the Death of our Royel Martyr ; neither of which touch 
us any turthgr than as our fins added to the reſt filled wp 
the Number, and provoked God to make uſe of ſuch 
Inſtruments tor the executing his wrath, as ſtartled not 
at the moſt execrable Villanies in the world. It is noto-« 
riouſly known how many Perſons of Honour and Qua- 
licy (out of mere conſcience) attended that poor injured

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that holy Father ptoceeds.te his ſeverztresr. Outcomes 
a Bull of Excommanication long, threatened , wherein 
by the Authotity ſhe is deprived of «d/ her \Ds- 
minion:and Dig aity : Her Nobles, Subjetts end People 
ar 6-3 the Kingdom are abſolved trom whatſoever 
Oath of 'fedelity they had taken , ſo as ir ſhould not 
lay any Obhgation upon them. Bur tomake all ſure, 
The Subjegs of her Kingdom are ſeverely interdiQted 
from paying Any Obedience to Her, Her Lawes , or 
Commands , and whoſoever ſhould fail in the due 
obſervance of theſe Injunions, muſt look to be fer+ 
tered in the ſame Dreadful A4nathems with her elf. 
This was no 'fooner core owt, (and no ſooner did it 
come, then Fe/ton an audacious fellow faſtned it upon 
the Biſhop of? London's Palace Gates ) bur one after 
another fell bufily tro work, creating the Queen a 
great deal of vexstiow trouble. Abroad, the Pope and 
King of Spaiy were very buſie, the former deſirous to 
make England a Portion for his Nephew the Marquis 
Vincolo : the latter to make it an Addittament-to his 
own large Dominions : At home Py” and Cam- 
pian talked loudly, and wrote (cditioully : Somerwile 
threatens to kill the Queen with bis own hand : Parry 
undertakes as much, being encouraged with the Pro- 
miſe of a Plenary Indulgence from the Pope. Savage

miſcarriages by Him who (irs upon the Throne, looks 
upon him as wnaccount able to any Earthly Power, and 
leaves him to the Judgment of that God, who alone 
hath ax abſolute Authority over Him, Nor will it only 
appear the Subjects Happineſs to be Edwcated in it, 
bur 
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but the Prigces. Concern to Defend this Religion, . and 
«anconrage all che faithtul Adherers toit. Ve obey out 
of « Priaciple of Piety, not out of any particaler [ntereſt.z 
and diſcharge all owr Duties to the King in compliance 
with his Command, By whom Kings reign. Which 
makes me very confident, that though we arc now 
fallen to a low Ebb, be will bring us to High-water 
again, and This Church thus firmly eſtabliſhed upon the 
Principles of Religion and Loyalty, will be (o far The 
Objett of Gods particular Care, that the Gates: of Hell 
ſball not prevail againſt it : that our Lord the King, 
who is wiſe according to the wiſedom of an Angel of God, 
will be a Nurſing-Father to the true Proteſlant Pro- 
feſſien among us, as the ſureſt ſupport of his Honour and 
Dignity. Let tl ine Hand theretore, O God, be upon that 
Man of thy right hand, and that Son of Man (of that 
Bleſſed Prince, that Royal Martyr, that Prodig ious Ex- 
ample of Piety and Patience) whom (maugre the ſpite 
of his Enemies) thou haſt now made ſtrong for thy ſelf. 
You ſee, Sir, how freely I have diſcovered my 
Thoughts concerning owr /sſt Diſcourſe. What Satiſ* 
faftion you may reap frogi them depends upon the 
Almightics Bleſſing, Onty I affure you with all faich- 
fulne(s, they convince me of the Reaſonableneſs, Gooa- 
neſs and Divinity of my Religion, and furniſh me with 
Grounds of a«nexpreſſible Gratitude to God for my 
Birth and Education in the Church of England : out of 
whole Arms 1 hope the Cunning Devices of ]cſuitical 
Impoſtors ſhall never be able to ſnatch you, to the 
exdangering your Souls Eternal Happineſs , or the 
robbing your Sovereign of ſo good-s Subject, as your 
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{Qualiry and Facuhkics capacitate. you to be, And 
: if cbefe: Papers. may be in the leaſt -Inflrumental to 
keep you frdfaft 1 our Holy Communiony. 3 (ball in-
